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Cotton  Varieties  Planted,  United  States 


1955-59 


Estimates  of  the  percentage  of  the  various  varieties  of  cotton  planted  In  the  United  States  In  1959,  by  counties,  districts,  and 
states,  are  presented  In  this  report.  Comparative  variety  data  for  the  four  years  1955-58  are  shown  by  districts  and  states.  A 
preliminary  report  containing  percentage  distributions  of  cotton  varieties  planted  by  counties  and  districts  In  the  early  harvest¬ 
ing  area  of  south  Texas  was  released  In  mid- July. 

The  variety  data,  presented  herein  are  based  principally  on  estimates  furnished  by  cotton  glnners  for  the  territories  served  by 
their  gins.  Supplemental  information  Is  obtained  from  others  closely  associated  with  cotton  culture  In  their  respective  areas, 
such  as  seed  breeders  and  dealers,  and  county  agents. 

These  estimates  Indicate  that  Acala  and  Deltaplne  remain  the  two  leading  varieties  of  cotton  in  the  United  States.  Acala  surpassed 
Delta.pine  In  comparative  importance  for  the  first  time  on  record.  The  next  three  varieties  In  their  order  of  relative  importance 
are  Lankart,  Coker  and  Delfos.  A  percentage  distribution  of  the  ten  leading  varieties  In  1959  with  comparisons  for  four  previous 
years  Is  shown  at  the  foot  of  this  page. 

In  the  southeastern  area  of  the  belt,  Coker  continues  to  be  the  principal  variety  of  cotton  planted.  In  1959,  nearly  all  of  the 
acreage  in  North  Carolina  and  South  Carolina  was  planted  to  this  variety  and  over  half  of  the  acreage  In  Georgia  is  Coker.  Empire 
and  Deltaplne  are  the  two  next  most  prominent  varieties  In  the  southeastern  area. 

Deltaplne  continues  to  be  the  leading  variety  In  the  south  central  area  of  the  belt.  Cotton  acreage  planted  to  this  variety  ranged 
from  90  percent  In  Louisiana  to  26  percent  In  Missouri.  Other  varieties  which  comprise  a  fairly  large  proportion  of  acreage  in  some 
parts  of  the  south  central  area  are  Delfos,  Empire,  Fox,  Stonevllle  and  Rex. 

Lankart  continues  to  be  the  leading  variety  In  the  southwestern  area  of  the  belt.  Well  over  a  third  of  the  acreage  is  planted  to 
this  variety.  Other  major  varieties  In  the  southwestern  area  are  Deltaplne,  Acala  and  Western  Stormproof. 

Acala  continues  to  lead  by  a  very  wide  margin  In  the  far  western  area  of  the  belt.  Acreage  planted  to  Deltaplne  continues  to  In¬ 
crease  In  Imperial  and  Riverside  counties  of  California.  Pima  S-l  is  the  principal  American-Egyptlan  variety  with  practically  all 
of  the  extra  long  staple  acreage  planted  in  this  variety.
